tions are expected to provide

ficient funds for all governmental de- 
partments o fa city or county to prop- 
erly function. 
The maximum limitations however

The people of Ohio arc* awakening rapidly to the condition of 


affairs, but unless there is prompt action, tlie black bass, the 
grmest fish in Ohio streams, is doomed to extermination. Un- 
less steps arc soon taken io preserve this and other species of 
fish, one of the. most valuable &ources of food supply will he en- 
tirely eliminated. 


Polluted streams must be cleared out and made fit places for 


fish to live In. Hundreds of miles of streams in this state are so 
badly contaminated by indtibtrial waste that not a single living 
thing can be found in them. The Ottawa river thru Lima, for in- 
btance! 


The question has become pertinent; Shall v»e hand down to 


future generations fibhless streams. Will we wake- up before it 
is too late? There should be no cessation of effoit for the re- 
stocking of streams, keeping the water pure and enforcing fish 
laws.

CULLING METHODS RESULT 


IN ELIMINATING BOARDER 


HENS FROM FARMS IN OHIO 


"Boarding hens are just as un- 


profitable as boarder cows," in the 
opinion of J. P. Meany manager of 
the Swift & Co. Lima plant, accord- 
ing to an announcement made by 
that official Thursday in discussing 
the status ot the hen. Meany holds 
that the hen stando nest to the cow 
as a producer oE steady revenue on 
the corn belt farm. 
"However, in recent years," Meany 


asserted, "general poultry produc- 
tion has apparently been conducted 
on the theory that 'hens is hens' 
and little or no effort has been made 
to weed out the unprofitable ones." 


Recognizing the enormous losses 


resulting from 
hping millions of 


hens that did not lay a 
sufficient 


number of eggs to pay for their feed, 
agricultural 
colleges, 
experiment 


stations and farm bureaus set about 
to develop a practical method of 
eliminating these losing birds from 
the average flock, 
Largely as 
a 


result of their efforts, a system o£ 
poultry culling has beeii developed, 
by which the average poultry raiser 
can eliminate the "boarder" hens. 
Tho process is simple. It consists ot 
discarding all hens that show low 
vitality and the absence of other ob- 
vious characteristics of a good egg 
producer. 


Credit for popularizing this meth- 


od belongs chiefly to county agents 
and poultry extension workers of the 
state agricultural colleges.
